HAW "A REMAIKABLE MIGHT IN NEW YORK" 
—BLT HOW ABOIT LIVEKPOOLT 

H arriet COHEN, ooe of England’s foremost 
pianists m her... recent successful tour of 
America, observed that she eaw a remarkable sight 
m New York—a free library for mualc and won¬ 
dered wby Inglsng had nothing of the kind. 
A memo at hand tells of the csUblUhment of a 
sundard music library as far back as IBM In 
Liverpool connected with that city's public 
library. Nearly fifty years afwr the late virtuoso 
English organist, W. T. Best, left the whole of 
hie organ works to the Liverpool Library, which 
now contains over 4.000 ' works, including ' full 
orchestral aoorae of the masur composers in the 
great ediuona o^the day. There to also an ex¬ 
cellent collection of musical blograpblee and ap¬ 
preciations. and what to more, there to a most 
useful looet-leaf folder In which are indexed in 
alphabetical order, cuttings relating to modern 
composers and their works. The Ubrary was re- 
orgonlaed two years ago and opened by Dr. Adrian 
Boult (director B.B.C.). In an exoeUent broad¬ 
cast speech. Last year the Liverpool Music 
Ubrary laaued 44.000 works and its eaulogue 
now In preparation will contain over 13.000 en¬ 
tries and when published will be considered one 
of the world's most comprehensive bthltography 
of music and its literature. It to wondered if 
Miss Cohen noticed the musical libraries during 
her tour of Holland and Oermkny.
